1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
innovation distinction that makes the claimed invention allowable is creating a 
watermarked magnitude domain by embedding each bit of the watermark into a band of 
circular rings which is generated from selected frequency bands of the computed 
magnitude domain of the DFT.
